OUR bodily comfort—I had almost 


said our very existence —depends upon 
the adaptation of our wearing apparel 
to the changes of temporal .are which 
accompany the various seasons of the 
year. Thus we doff our cloaks, over- 
coats, and heavv flannels as summer 
comes on, recognizing the fact that the 
body manufactures enough heat within 
itself to maintain its normal tempera 
ture. But most of us are too hot during 
the summer, in spite of all the change 
in clothing; and we suggest that our 
comfort might be increased by a little 
attention to our summer diet. 


Some one has divided mankind into 


two classes: those who live to eat, and 
those who eat to live. Tho first class 
are a law unto themselves, or at least 
frame their own rules of diet, which be- 
come a mere matter of taste; and we 
leave them to their own destruction 
while we address ourselves to those who 
eat to live. 


For all practical purposes our articles 


of food may be divided into the tissue- 
producing and the fat-producing classes. 
The fat-producing are those which tend 
to increase the heat of the body; and 
most of the tissue-producing articles, or 
those which form muscle, bone, nerve, 
etc., become fat-producing when taken 
to excess. 
In fact the two classes so 


run into each other and blend together 
that it is hard to say, in many cases, 
where the one ends and the other be- 
gins. 
Thus milk, which is the most 


perfect tissue-producing food we know 
of, containing as it does the elements of 
every tissue in the body, becomes fat- 
producing when taken to excess, as we 
so often see in the case of infants. 
While this is the fact yet there are cer- 
tain articles which are specially fat and 
and heat-producing, such as animal 
fats, animal oils and farinaceous foods— 
as potatoes, corn, beans, etc. The 
popular idea that oatmeal is so heat- 
ing we consider erroneous. We never 
think of feeding our horses corn in 
the summer, and we do right, corn 
is heating. 
We give them oats, for 


oats give strength and are at the same 
time relaxing. Any food that relaxes 
the system is not heat-producing unless 
taken to excess, and not always then. 
What we want, then, during the hot 
months is relaxing food. 
Does not 


Dame Nature teach the same lesson? 
In the early spring she gives us the 
"greens," and veal as a substitute for 
beef. During the cold weather we be- 
come sufeited and the blood is clogged 
with too much fatty material, hence the 
malaise which eveiy one experiences as 
warm weather approaches. Our fathers 
recognized this fact, and would be bled 
every spring. They were not so far out 
of th'e way, after all, only we think we 
know a more excellent way by which to 
accomplish the same end. 


In order not to surfeit ourselves, and 


At the same time lead a more comfort- 
able existence during the summer, we 
would advise everybody, in the first 
place, to eat less. We all eat too much. 
Where one person starves to death, the 
housand die directly or indirectly from 
ver-eating. It is an excellent rule al- 


ways to rise from the table feeling that 
you could eat more. 
Our needs in the 


way of food in the summer are amaz- 
ingly small and simple. Always, and 
especially in hot weather, should we 
avoid a multiplicity of dishes. The ap- 
petite should not be tempted by too 
great a variety, or stimulated with con- 
diments. 
The succulent articles should 


predominate; lettuce or beet-tops, with 
» vegetable oil or cream and egg dress- 
ing; strawberries, currants, and rasp- 
berries; and, for moat, lamb, with peas. 
But it is not our aim to suggest indivi- 
dual dishes. We want to impress upon 
the reader the necessity of not overeat- 
ing, and thus enable him to avoid disease 
and discomfort.— W. E. Vail, M, D., in 
the Christian Vmon.

The Horse's Frog. 


IF we were to go to many a black- 


smith and ask him if he did not think 
nature had made a mistake in putting 
the clumsy frog into the horse's foot, he 
would hardly be ready to say yes, and 
very likely would put on a surprised 
look, and perhaps explain that in some 
countries horses did very well without 
shoes, and so the frog was left to care 
for itself. But while not ready to take 
ground with you in any criticism of the 
plan upon which the foot is constructed, 
you have but to look in tho corner of the 
shop where two horses stand newly shod; 
lift up their foot and observe for your- 
self, that if the smith has not said it, the 
knife has said the frog is a bad thing, 
and must bo cut away. The horses do 
not stand on the ground, but nearly 
half an inch higher, on the iron of their 
shoes, and which takes the weight of the 
horse on the outer shell of the hoof. The 
practice is as sensible as it would be for 
a man who had to . travel on all fours, 
taking the weight on tho nails of his 
fingers and toes rather than on the cush- 
ion which lies behind them. It is always 
the soft part—tho india rubber part of 
the feet of animals that have such— 
which receives the weight, and not the 
shelly, hard part. We know what an 
elephant's foot is; it is all rubber-like. 
The horse has tho same incased in a 
shell, which gives him accuracy and 
steadiness of movement. 
Now, this 


casing protects the frog. 
It grows 


slowly, the frog grows rapidly. 
The 


healthy foot of the colt shows a center, 
if not projecting, at least level with the 
line of the hoof. He does not take his 
weight wholly on tho rim of his foot. 
Old horses would have feet more like 
them if blacksmiths would allow they 
knew a little less than nature, and really 
knew enough to read her intentions. 


The object in shoeing the animal, 


aside from the occasional one of chang- 
ing its gait, is simply to prevent the 
wear and shattering of the outer shell, 
and to enable it to take a firmer hold of 
the ground, escaping the slipping of the 
unshod horn. It is an unfortunate inci- 
dent of our system of shoeing that the 
horse is raised from the ground as a boy 
is when he mounts stilts.—Farm and 
Fireside.

Hunting- in England. 


I HAD not the good fortune to see a 


lunting field,—only some cub-hunting ; 
but even that was made a pretty sight 
by the horses, and the light crimson 
soats of tho riders, and the action of the 
hounds. But I did not mourn my loss 
greatly in this respect; for I shall not 
hesitate to sink myself very low in the 
estimation of somo of my Yorkshire 
friends by confessing that tho only in- 
terest that a fox-hunt would have for 
me would be the show, and that, fond 
as I am of riding, I should enjoy it in 
auy way better than in risking my neck 
in the chase of a little red beast with a 
bushy tail. The excitement and the 
pleasure of hunting tigers, or bears, or 
wolves, or boars, 1 can not only under- 
stand, but sympathize with heartily; but 
that twenty or thirty grown mcH on 
horseback 
should follow a pack of 


hounds in chase of a little creature about 
as big as a cat seems to me a proceed- 
ing so essentially absurd and preposter- 
ous that I can not think of it with 
patience. 
Still worse, and with the ad- 


dition of most inhuman (I wish that I 
could say unmanly) cruelty, seems the 
coursing of the hare. That men should 
go out with hounds to find pleasure in 
the flight, in mortal terror, of tho most 
bimid and harmless of dumb creatures 
is to me quite inexplicable. 
Shooting 


hares is one thing, coursing them quite 
another. I know that there are no wild 
beasts left in England but hares and 
foxes, and that field sports arc delight- 
ful and invigorating. If country gentle- 
men must have field sports, and there 
are only foxes and hares left for them to 
hunt, I suppose that foxes and hares 
must be hunted. But it would seem 
that men might get open-air exercise 
and excitement in a more humane and 
reasonable was. 
As to fox-Bunting, however, with all 


that we read about it in English novels 
and other books we have hardly a just 
appreciation of its importance as an 
English "institution." 
It is also a re- 


ligion. It comes next to the British 
constitution and the Church of England. 
Hunting men talk of it with an earnest- 
ness and a solemnity which is infinitely 
amusing to an "outsider." 
To hunt 


well, or, as the phrase there is, to ride 
well to hounds, is an accomplishment, 
like the mastery of an art or of a 
science, or like distinction in literature. 
I do not believe there are ten men in 
any thousand in England, whatever 
their success in other respects, who 
would not prize, if they could attain 
the added distinction of being good fox- 
hunters. 
Years ago an English lady, 


a Yorkshire woman, writing to me of 
Louis Napoleon, after telling me this 
and that of him in terms of admiration, 
added, " And he rode well to hounds; 
and somehow if a man rides well to 
hounds he is pretty sure to be a good 
fellow." 
I conld not see thvsequttur 


But perhaps if I had been born and 
bred in Yorkshire I could have discov- 
ered the connection between good-fel- 
'owship and a good seat in the saddle— 
jetween a sount1. heart and a bold and 
wary rider.— Richard Grant While, 
Atlantic Monthly.

Cisterns ibr; 


IN the endeavor to have every thing 


as convenient aj possible about farm 
houses and farm buildings, there are 
few things more worthy of being cared 
for than cisterns to hold the rain water 
from the roof. Even where pumps are 
supplied it is often an advantage to have 
cisterns in addition, as soft water,which 
pumps will not always supply, is of 
great value. 
At any r'ate it often hap- 


pens that though there may be a pump 
convenient and water furnished by it all 
one can desire, even the little labor that 
a pump requires for a single horse 
or cow, becomes a great task when many 
are to be supplied. 
We know of one 


farm where seventy-five head of cows, 
more or less, are on hand; and all the 
water they require has to be furnished 
from a pump ; and it is no .small job to 
do. Yet on this very farm the land lies 
so convenient that a cistern could bo 
built on an elevation a little above tho 
cattle yard, and all the water.from tho 
roof could go in it, and be drawn off in- 
to the cattle yard by its own natural 
flow without pump or labor of any kind. 
So it often happens for household sup- 
plies. A cistern could bo built which 
would cost little, and yet save the wom- 
en folk—generally over-worked—many 
an hour's labor, besides giving them a 
quality of water they all so much do 
siro. 


There is a prevalent idea that they 


cost a great deal to make ; but it is far 
less than is generally imagined. If the 
land is solid—say either of clay or of a 
rotten rock—the sides of the natural 
ground may be shaped like a wall, and 
a lining of mortar, say half an inch, put 
on before the final cement coat is given. 
But if there is any chance of settling, so 
as to crack the mortar framework, a 
four-inch brickwork may bo built around 
first. 
Most ground is, however firm 


enough for the purpose. The mortar as 
it is laid on to form tho lining or frame- 
work of tho tank, should be very well 
worked by the trowel. The object is to 
work out all the air. It is the air spaces 
in the wall that make it porous, and it 
is through the pores that the water es- 
capes. 
A working of the trowel back- 


ward and forward a fo\v times over 
the soft mortar, expels tho air and 
closes the pores. 
This is especially 


important to bo borne in mind when ap- 
plying the cement. 
This need not be 


put on very thick. The merest film, if 
properly worked, is sufficient.— Qcr- 
manlown Telegraph.
